YESTERDAY'S DEBATE.

Wasnineron, D. C., Dec. 14.—The dis- 
cussion today in the Senate revealed the 
widest and most radical dffference of opinion 
respecting the proper provision to be made 
for the President succession in case of the 
death or disability of the President and Vice- 
President. The argumenis are purely legal, 
and the debate is of the kind which such 
acute lawyers as Edmunds, Garland, Jones 
of Florida, and others delight in. Some days 
ago Mr. Garland introduced a bill which, if 
made a law, would devolve the powers and 
duties of the President, in case there was no 
Vice-President, on the Secretary of State, 
or, that officer falling, on the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and soon. Two resolutions were 
also introduced touching the same subject. 

MR. BECK’sS 

instructed the Judiciary Committee to report 
whether the present laws providing for the 
succession are constitutional or adequate, 
while Mr. Maxey’s instructed the committee 
to report by bill such legislation as may be 
necessary respecting the case which arises 
on the removal, death, inability, or resigna- 
tion of the President and Vice-President. 
The subject is one which has been considered 
by nearly all the Senators since Garfield 
was shot. Some of them have given it 
a great deal of study. It is likely to result 
in a very learned, and possibly prolonged, 
argument. It seems now almost impossible 
that the lawyersin the Senate should come 
to any agreement respecting the purpose of 
the Constitution in the section which permits 
Congress to provide by law for the emer- 


gency. 
IN THE THREE SPEECHES 

which were made today it was admitted that 
very great dangers might arise were the law 
left as itis. All of the speakers referred to 
the condition of anarchy which they 
believed would have been inevitable 
bad Gen. Arthur, through death or other 
reason, been incapable of exercising the 
duties of the office before the President pro 
tempore of tne Senate was chosen. The 
resolution which Mr. Beck introduced was 
identical, or nearly so, with that which Sen- 
ator Crittenden offered in 1856. Mr. Crit- 
tenden’s resolution then went to the Judiciary 
Committee. That committee numbered 
among its members some able constitutional 
lawyers, They considered the matter with 
very great care, and at length reported a bill 
to the House. This bill 

ENTIRELY REPEALED THE PRESENT LAW, 
or would have done soif it had passed, It 
develoved the duties of President upon 
another officer of the Government than upon 
those who are officers of the Senate and 
House. The bill was the subject of a long 
constitutional debate, but it never became a 
law. The trouble is, in the opinion ot Sen- 
ators today as well as of Senators of previ- 
ous years, that it will require a judicial in- 
terpretation of the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion before a law can be framed 
which the Supreme Court would be 
unable to declare unconstitutional. 
There are 80 many questions involved 
and so many possible exigencies to be pro- 
vided for, that it seems to be regarded as Im- 
possible to frame a Jaw which will meet 
these conditions and yet not be regarded by 
some constitutional lawyers as unconstitu- 


tional. 
IN MR. BECK’S SPEECH 
today he referred to the very grave doubts 
which existed as to the constitutionality of 
the present law, but the same objection is 
raised about the various proposed laws, and 
Mr, Beck said that, in certain con- 
tingencies, the bill which Mr. Garland 
had offered would be of no avail. 
For instance, if the. Secretary of 
State were foreign-born, or under 
% years of age, he could not assume the 
office. It is agreed, however, that, if it can 
be done, a law should be passed which 
would make it impossible to go so near the 
verge of anarchy as many Senators thought 
we were last summer—such a law as would 
make it impossible for any gap to occur by 
reason, for instance, of there being no Presi- 
dent pro tempore or no Speaker. 
, THER, 

having put such a law on the books, and, 
under its authority some person whom it 
designates should assume the duties of the 
President when the occasion arose, an op- 
portunity might be given the Supreme Court 


that same legislation. Further, both the 
President of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House may be ineligible to the Presidency, 
both by reason of alienage and non-age. This 
was illustrated in the case of Clay, in 1811, 
who was elected Speaker of the House be 
fore he was of Presidential age, and, under 
the existing law, if both the President and 
Vice-President had died sixty days before 
the first Wednesday of the present month, it 
would have been necessary to elect a new 
President, who would be sworn in on the 4th 
of March next, in the middle of the long 
term of Congress, and if he was to serve 
four years, his term would expire in the mid- 
die of the long Congressional term. The in- 
troduction of the new Cabinet and new ma- 
chinery in the middle of a Congress would 
disorganize all Governmental departments, 
and ought to be provided against. Mr. Beck 
regarded the substance of the bill reported 
by the Judiciary Committee of 
THE SENATE IN 1856, 

making the succession fallon Judges of the 
Supreme’ Court, officers who had the quailifi- 
cations required for the Presidency and Vice- 
Presidency, as bridging over the difficulty. 
He denied the position taken by that com- 
mittee and by able lawyers, that when, in 
any temporary disability of the President 
the Vice-President Succeeds, the President 
cannot afterwards resume the place. If Lin- 
coln had been captured by the Confederates, 
it would have boen necessary for Hamlin to 
sign, as President, the legislation passed to 
raise men and money to carry on the War, 
but a declaration by Hamlin that he intended 
to act the remainder of the term would have 
caused a revolution in the North.

A person who had an inter- 
view with Secretary Folger tonight, how- 
ever, says that Mr. Paddock was the most fa- 
vorably considered of all the persons who 
had been named. The position of First-As- 
sistant, under existing regulations, is a pe- 
cullar one.

Dakota has large tracts of fertile 
land on the west side of the Missouri River, 
and prospécts of rapid growth. But New 
Mexico and Arizona have no agricultural 
resources of consequence, and no ca- 
pacity of sustaining by the products 
of the soil a large population. New 
Mexico has been open for settlement 250 
years, and has not now two-thirds as large a 
population as Dakota, which is comparative- 
ly anew Territory. Moreover, the character 
of the population of New Mexico is very un- 
satisfactory. Four-fifths of the people are 
Mexican Greasers,“ and a large part of the 
remaining fifth is composed of miners who 
will leave the Territory the instant the mines 
are exhausted. Neither New Mexico nor 


Arizona has as much capacity for sustaining 


2 agricultural population as one large 
unty in Illinois. It is idle to speak of ad- 
mitting either of these Territories separately 
as a State.

THE REFUNDING PROJECTS IN CONGRESS. 
It seems to be almost impossible for Con- 
gress to let the National finances alone. The 
debt and the currency are both in such ad- 
mirable shape that it would be difficult to 
conceive any improvement except in abso- 
lute freedom from debt; yet there are al- 
ready a dozen schemes for unnecessary and 
hazardous experiments. The Administration 
would have silver and greenbacks demone- 
tized and the silver certificates withdrawn. 
Bome unrefiecting men in Congress want 
silver certificates issued in denominations of 
$1 and $2, when there are plenty of small 
notes now. Two bills have been introduced 
for refunding the extended 3 per cents into 
8 per cents—one by Mr. Sherman in the Sen- 
ate and one by Mr. Kandall in the House. 
But Mr. Randall is not content with disturb- 
ing the present option which the Govern- 
ment has to redeem the outstanding 
34g per cents at any time and in 
any amount it chooses; he would also 
make his Refunding bill a vehicle for 
attacking resumption, and its very first sec- 
tion provides that the specie reserve shall be 
reduced to 30 per cent, under the pretext 
that the 10 per cent additional, which has 
been sacredly kept ever since resumption 
was achieved, shall be used in the redemp- 
tion of outstanding 3 per cent bonds. 
Senator Sherman’s bill is annecessary, and 
Mr. Randall's positively mischievous. Sher- 
man proposes that 8800, 000, 000 of 3 per cents 
shall be offered at par to run five years, after 
which they shall be redeemable at the 
pleasure of the Government, There is no 
objection to such an offer of bonds in itself, 
but it may be doabted whether the proposed 
change would pay. Considerable expense 
attends the issue of a new loan, as Mr. Sher- 
man must know from his experience in the 
Treasury Department. If Sherman’s bill 
should pass, and the 3 per cent loan were 
placed, the Government would be com- 
mitted to the payment of interest 
on. $300,000,000 of bonds during a 
period of five years—that is, $45,000,000 
in interest during the term. There would be 
a gain of one-hals of 1 per cent, which, if it be 
admitted that the same amount of optional 
bonds would remain outstanding during the 
same period, would amount to $7,500,000. 
But if it should prove that only $50,000,000 
of these bonds could be redeemed out of 
the surplus revenue within the first year, the 
interest that would have been saved in that 
way would amount to the estimated saving 
of one-half of 1 per cent during five years, 
and the apparent gain from refunding tne 3 
per cents into 3 per cents would really result 
in a loss equal to the cost of making the new 
issue. Meanwhile the accumulation of sur- 
plus out of which the bonds could have been 
redeemed if the Government had not been 
deprived of its option would be a constant 
temptation to subsidy-hunting and Congres- 
sional extravagance. Randall's bill, which 
proposes the same term for 8 per cent bonds 
but does not limit the amount which shall be 
issued, is open to the same criticism; but it 
also contains the vicious raid upon the specie 
reserve in the Treasury, which should damn 
it even if its refunding clause were - desira-

THE MONITOR’S CLAIM YOR PRIZE MONEY. 

. — John L. Worden, of the United 

avy, has presented a memorial to 
— asking that himself and his asso- 
aus be awarded the value of the Conted- 
erate ram Merrimac, celebrated as the com- 
petitor of the Monitor in the first battle of 
naval ironciads. 

The claim is made on the assumption, if 
not indeed the assertion, that the Merrimac 
was destroyed by the Monitor in that fight. 
This claim merits scrutiny, and we think it 
should be rejected for two reasons: first, 
that the facts do not sustain the claim; and 
second, that, even if the Merrimac had been 
destroyed by the Monitor, the claim is for 
extraordinary. compensation for a simple 
performance of duty by a regular officer of 
the navy on a fighting ship provided by the 
Goverument. 

The record of the fight is well known. On 
the 8th of March, 1862, the Merrimac, which 
was a large Confederate ship of peculiar 
construction, and heavily plated with railroad 
iron, entered Hampton Roads from Elizabeth 
River, Virginia, where the ram had been a 
long time in construction." The National 
fleet then in the roads embraced the frigate 
Congress, fifty guns; the Cumberland, twen- 
ty-two guns; the Minnesota, forty guns; the 
Roanoke, forty guns; and the St. Lawrence, 
fifty guns. These were all wooden vessels, 
armed with guns of comparatively small 
calibre. ‘The Minnesota and Roanoke were 
steamers; the others were wooden sail- 
frizates. These ships blockaded James 
River. 

The Rebel ram Merrimac was armed with 
ten eleven-inch guns—huge for those days— 
four on each side, and one bow and one stern 
gun, throwing shells of 180 pounds. 

Atlo’clock, March 8. 1862, the Merrimac 
was descried isteaming straight ahead to- 
ward the wooden fleet, The Minnesota 
slipped her cables and made sail for the 
monster, but ran aground hard and fast. 
The Rebel ram madea dash at the Cumber- 
land frigate, which had promptly cleared for 
action, and opened fire as the ram neared. 
The ram did not reply till she struck the 
Cumberland with her iron beak, staving in 
her side and pouring in her shells at the 
same moment. The poor Cumberland re- 
turned the fire to the utmost of the power of 
her brave crew until she sank with her flag 
flying, carrying down and drowning over 100 
men. The small shot of the frigate glanced 
off the sloping iron sides of the ram, doing 
her not a particle of harm. This fight lasted 
fifteen minutes, when it was all over with 
the Cumberland, and her men had found a 
watery grave. 

The ram then attacked the sail frigate Con- 
gress, which had been approaching to the 
assistance of her smaller sister. The heavy 
shells of the ram riddied the wooden Con- 
gress, tearing her almost to pleces, while the 
hundreds of shot fired in return made not 
the slightest impression on the Rebel iron- 
clad. The gunboat Zouave assisted in tow- 
ing the Congress ashore, where she was 
beached to prevent ber crew from drowning. 
The Rebel vessels, the Patrick Henry and 
Jamestown, then came down the river and 
took part in the fight, firing into the Con- 
gress, which cOuld only reply with two 
stern guns, which were soon disabled amid 
frightful slaughter. Seeing no prospect of 
relief, the flag of the wreck was struck and 
those of the crew yet alive were carried off 
by the enemy, while the Congress was 
set on fire and burned to the water’s 
edge. The Rebel ram next bore down 
on the wooden frigate Minnesota, 
which was aground in shallow water. 
The ram took up a position nearly a mile off 
and put a number of shot through the frig- 
ate. The St. Lawrance, which attempted 
to come to the aid of her consort, also got 
aground, and received great damage from 
the eleven-inch shot of the ram. The return 
fire of both trigates did the ram not the 
slightest harm, but they thrashed the two 
Rebel gunboats which ‘were helping the 
Merrimac. It was now nightfall, and the 
Rebel ram and her consorts withdrew to- 
wards the Elizabeth River, with the inten- 
tion of renewing the work of destructien the 
next morning. 

At 6 a. m., March 9, the Merrimac was 
again seen coming round Craney Island, and 
immediately ran down for the Minnesota, 
still aground, but full of fight. An eleven- 
inch shot entered the frigate’s side, doing 
great mischief. But a few hours before day- 
light that morning the little Ericsson Mon- 
itor had arrived from New York. Her deck 
only stood eighteen inches above the water. 
Her wrought-iron revolving turret, nine 
inches thick, was armed with two eleven- 
inch Dahigren guns. The Rebels laughed 
at the strange craft, calling her a cheese- 
box on a plank,” which at a distance 
she resembled. The commander of the Min- 
nesota signaled the Monitor to pitch into 
the monster which was knocking his 
ship to pieces. The cheese-box imme- 
diately closed in on the ram, delivering 
her fire at close quarters with great rapidity 
and accuracy, and not missing a shot, and re- 
ceiving in exchange whole broadsides from 
the Rebel with apparent indifference. The 
Monitor tried to fire her shot into the ram’s 
portholes, and the latter received her eleven- 
inch shot on the cheese-box at a distance of 
forty yards. It was a stand-up-give-and-take 
fight fer some hours. While this was going 
on the Minnesota frigate was firing broad- 
side, after broadside at the Rebel ram, but 
the cannon balls glanced harmlesly from her 
huge sides as if they had been pebbles. The 
ram, firing at the Monitor with one broad- 
side with the other sent some shells into the 
ill-fated Minnesota, knocked things to pieces, 
exploded some ammunition, and set fire to 
the frigate. She also destroyed the gunboat 
Dragon, which was attempting to tow off the 
Minnesota, by sending a shot through her 
boiler, which blew up, killing and wounding 
many men. As the tide ebbed the Merrimac 
got aground, and in this position received the 
fire of the Monitor and three or four gun- 
boats and frigates, and stood it with 
impunity. At last she got off and 
Started down the bay, and the Moni- 
tor took after her. She suddenly turned, 
however, and ran full speed into her autag- 
onist, inflicting no perceptible damage, and 
receiving in return from the Monitor a shot 

which pemetrated the ram's roof, which was 


is 
the only ene that went through the Merr'i- 


mac’s iron armor. Five times she attempted 
to ram apd sink the Monitor, but her prow 
was too high for the low deck of the cheese- 
box,” and passed over it. The Monitor 
hauled off to hoist more shot into her turret, 
and the ram retired round Craney Island un- 
pursued, This ended the most remarkabie 
naval action in the history of the world, and 
ended in a drawn battle, as neither side 


her to be of any use in 
the rivers, and Norfolk having been capt- 
ured by the Union land forces, the Rebels 
abandoned Craney Island, and op the lith of 
May she was set oh fire by the Confederates 
and destroyed. 

This record does: not discover that the Mer- 
rimac was either deteated, captured, or de- 
stroyed by the Moiiltor; the most that could 
be claimed is that it was a drawn battle, 
neither vessel venturing to renew the engage- 
ment, and it is preposterous in the command- 
er of the Monitor to demand that he be paid 
as a gratuity for his success In that battle a 
sum equal to the value of the Merrimac, 
which he did not capture or destroy. 

In this case Admiral (then Lieutenant) 
Worden was so fortunate as to steam into 
Hampton Roads on Ericsson’s turret Mon- 
itor while the Merrimac was engaged in hat- 
tering the frigate Minnesota,» which was 
aground, The meeting of the two lronelads, 
though immensely opportune for the Union 
cause, was accidental. 
dered great service—immortalized her con- 
structor, revolutionized war-ships, and made 
an Admiral out of a Lieutentant, who only 
performed his duty, but did it weli—but it 
is not a case for prize- money under any law 
or usage.

A NEW YORK STATE MAN. 

In canvassing the claims and qualifications 
of the several candidates for the Republican 
nomination to the Presidency in 1875-’76, 
Gov. Oglesby said of Conkling: “He is a 
great man intellectually. I like Conkling, 
bat the trouble with him is he isa New 
York State man, not a United States man.” 
The observation was a very shrewd one, but 
it has a much broader application than its 
author gave to it. Mr. Conkling, while in 
public life, was merelf a conspicuous exam- 
ple of that State pride which distinguisbes 
all New-Y orkers to a greater or less degree. 
New York is known as “the Empire State,” 
and New York City as “the metropolis of the 
country.” 
designations as conclusive proof of superior- 
ity, and assumes that such distinction is 
awarded without question. The New- Yorker 
has something of the pride of the old 
Roman, and, if he does not say it, feels 
that his person is rendered more sacred 
than the person of another by the 
mere fact that he is a citizen of the Empire 
State. Itis not strange that the New York 
politician becomes imbued witir a sense of 
his superiority over the politician of a less 
favored section. New York is the centre, the 
hub. The power being applied to the hub. 
the wheel must go round and round. Conse- 
quently the New York politician remains at 
the hub. Mr. Conkling, when a candidate 
for the Presidency, did not think it necessary 
for him to visit the outlying provinces. The 
Empire State being solid for him, what more 
did he need? But the wheel did not go 
round; it came to adead stop so far as the 
Presidential candidate of New York was 
concerned. 2 

The feeling of New-Yorkers regarding the 
West is akin to that of the Englishman of 
twenty years ago regarding America—name- 
ly: thatit was a wilderness inhabited by a 
hardy and adventurous people, possessing 
the virtues and vices of frontiersmen, but 
entirely lacking ip the intelligence and cult- 
ure of an advanced civilization. but since 
then the Englishman has traveled in Ameri- 
ca—traveled with, his eyes wide open—and 
he has enlarged his information and revised 
his opinion of America and Americans. But 
the New-Yorker does not imitate the En- 
glishman. If he travels he is more apt to 
cross the ocean than the continent; and if he 
travels westward his observations are not of 
ashrewd or discriminating character. The 
glamour of New York’s greatness Obsgructs. 
his vision, and he fails to see that, as the en- 
largement of the wheel is all on one side— 
towards the Westthe hub cannot forever 
remain on the coast—that it, too, must move 
towards the West. 

It is not to be expected that the politician 
will be much wiser than the community in 
which he lives. He must share its senti- 
ments and reflect its characteristics. Hence 
the New York politician is apt to make the 
mistake of assuming that, in considering the 
interests of New York, and in speaking for 
the interests of New York, he represents the 
whole country. This class of errors has 
ceased to affect the country unfavorably be- 
cause the stamp of New York approval has 
ceased to give currency to public measures. 
But the fortunes of the New York politician 
may be made or marred as he shall heed or 
disregard the fact that New York is no 
longer the country. The fact that the 
greenback still retains its legal-tender 
quality, the fact that the silver certifi- 
cate is still issued, and the fact that 
the silver dollar is still coined—these facts 
demonstrate the powerlesness of New 
York City to control the legislation of the 
country. Ina word, the country is4arger 
than New York City, its comprehension of 
the needs of commerce is clearer and broader 
than that of New York City, and it has both 
the intelligence to conceive and the will to 
execute its purpose despite the insidious, 
theddlesowe intriguing of Wall street. Public 
men will do well to bear this fact in mind. 
There is no political future for the public 
man who disregards it. The statesmanship 
of the future must steer clear of the New 
York rut: it must comprehend the whole 
country, not a part of it; it must realize that 
the hub is in the West, where the felloe 
used to be, and that the place where the hub 
was formerly, on the Atlantic coast, is now 
occupied by the felloe. The statesman of the 
future must be a United States man, not a 
New York State man.

Tux demand of Admiral Worden for prize 
money for fighting the Rebel ram Merrimac, 
March 9, 1862, which he did not defeat, capt- 
ure, or destroy, raises no color of a claim 
for prize money even under the exceedingly 
liberal laws of the United States on that sub- 
ject. These laws pfovide: (1) The proceeds 
of all captures made by vessels (other than 
naval) authorized to make captures, are ail 
paid to those making the capture. (2) When 
matie by vessels of the navy the net proceeds, 
when the prize was of superior or equal force 
to the vessel making the capture, shall be de- 

creed to the captors; and when of inferior 
force, one-half shall be paid to the United 
States and the other half to the captors. 
(3) When a capture is made of an armed ves- 
sel of the enemy, the vessel captured is 
sunk or otherwise destroyed in the engage- 
ment, there shall be paid to the captors 
a bounty equal to $100 for each person on 
board the enemy’s easels thus destroyed, if 
the enemy’s vessel was of inferior force, and 
equal to $200 if eal or superior force, 
to be divided among the captors as prize- 
money; when the vessel captured is ordered 
to be destroyed in the public interest a 
bounty shall be paid to the captors of $50 
for every person on the captured vessel. 
(4) When any vessdl of the United States 
shall be captured by the enemy, and shall be 
recaptured, the captors shall be allowed sal- 
vage, to be paid the Treasury of the 
United States. U no one of these heads 
can the crew of the.

From 1815 to 184 there was protou — 
and from 1848 to n- there was no war, nor 
has there been any naval wartare since then. 
In considering cases of this Kind it is proper 
that the relations of the officers and men of 
the navy towards the Government should be 
understood, Officers of tlie navy are taken 
from elvil life when boys, are educated and 
maintained at the public cost, and are paid 
liberal salaries 80 long as they are fit for 
service, and are then retired with an allow- 
ance for life. They are properly no more 
entitled to pre- money for capturing or de- 
stroying ships than West Point officers are to 
prize-money for capturing forts or destroying 
fortitied towns. of the enemy. It is their 
business in time of war to capture and de- 
stroy enemies’ vessels. 

— 

In commenting elsewhere on the claim of 
Admiral Worden to be paid the value of the 
Confederate steamer Merrimac, on the ground 
that it had been destroyed by the Monitor, 
the question arises why the regular navy 
should be compensated for destroying the 
enemy’s ships in time of war, and no such 
compensation be awarded to the army for 
capturing forts, fortified towns, and prop- 


erty of the enemy. Even supposing the Mer- | 


rimac to have been destroyed, let that serv- 
ice be compared with that rendered.by the 
men of the army. They destroyed the prop- 
erty of the enemy by millions .of dollars. 
They did their work under circumstances of 
the greatest privation, hardships, and endur- 

ance. They labored in winter and summer; 
they climbed mountains, waded malarial 
marshes, and traversed the continent. They 
fought hundreds of engagements compared 

with which that between the Merrimac and 

the Monitor was a mere skirmish. They 
fought battles where the actual fighting con- 
tinued for days and the killed reckoned up 

thousands. For personal labor, skill, courage, 
endurance, hardship, and success their serv- 
ices were never surpassed. Yet they got no 
prize money; they were never paid for the 
property destroyed, or the towns captured, 

or the States subdued. If there was an 
enumeration of the value of the property of 
the enemy they laid waste, destroyed, capt- 
ured, and handed over to the Government, 
the performances of the navy in that par- 
ticular would appear insignificant in com- 
parison. Yet, in principle, why not com- 
pensate the one service for capturing or de- 
stroying property as well as the other? A 
navy is kept and maintained permanently 
at public expense that when an occasion, 
calls for it such navy may render service. 

Must such service be paid for by extraordinary 
compensation? The capture of Vicksburg, 

or Richmond, or Atlanta reduced to a money 
value would far outweigh the service of the 
whole navy in the way of capturing or de- 
stroying the enemy’s property. For these 
several reasons we do not think Admiral 
Wordén’s memorial entitled to any favor- 
able consideration. He simply did his duty, 

and was rewarded therefor by promotion and 
increased pay. 

A CORRESPONDENT at Jamestown, Dak., 
had something to say in Tun TRispuNE yes- 
terday concerning the objections urged to the 
division of the Territory and the admission 
of the southern half asa State. Jamestown 
is in the northern half, and has “ ciaims” 
to consideration as the Territorial 
and State Capital when the division 
is made. This may explain the zeal 
of some of the residents of that town 
on behalf of the scheme fora division. The 
arguments advanced by the correspondent 
are not sound. There will be no apprehen- 
sion that the mining population will swallow 
the agricultural vote. There are but 18,000 
persons living in the Black Hills, while there 
are some 150,000 in the remainder of the Ter- 
ritory. If there were going to be any divis- 
ion atall, it should be on the lineof the 
Missouri River, and not by the forty-sixth 
parallel. The worthless land west of the 
river will never bring much strength to the 
State. It should not be reckoned for much 
in any account of the population-sustaining 
power of the Territory. There is danger 
that the scheme for a _ division will 
postpone the admission of any part of 
the Territory for several years. The 
United States Senate is tied, two 
Independent Senators holding the balance 
of power. Some of the Eastern Republican 
Senators are opposed to the admission of a 
part of Dakota; but they would probably 
not object to a bill providing for the admis 
sion of the whole Territory, which has a 
sufficient population for one Representative, 
while half of it would be deficient in this 
respect. If the people of Dakota are really 
anxious to come into the Union now they 
will ask to be taken in as one State. A 
united Dakota would make a fine State, but 
a divided Dakota would be merely the foun- 
dation of two weak States, costing extra 
taxation for their support and overrepresent- 
ed in the Senate. It would also furnish a 
pretext for the division of Texas and of 
forcing New Mexico and Arizona into the 
Union as two States, when they should be 
united.

The cities-are all Milling up; but it has not 
growe one-fourth, and an analysis of its mortal- 
ity list wii show, not a normal increase of 
deaths under ali heads, but more deaths from 
the particular causes which polut to bad condi- 
tions of the public health. Thero is an end to all 
accuracy in comparative health statistics if city 
authorities can assume their population at will. 
St. Louis made a marvelously good health show- 
ing until the census proved that ita pobulstion 
bad been greatly overrated; and the Baltimore 
health euthorities refuse to furnish their mor- 
tality figures to the National Board of Health 
unless the local estimate of population in ex- 
cess of the figures of the census is accepted 
along with them.—EZz.

Reports come from the country towns that the 
dread disease is by no means confined to the 
city, From Lake View, Jefferson, Nor 

ark, and Maive numernus cases are reported, 
and in —, instance the infection ig said to 
have come from Chicago ia one way or another, 
which does not agree with the theory of the 
Healtn Department that the spread of the dis- 
euse in the city is largely attributable to per-

In the vicinity of the e- 
an entire family is reported 
the disease, and they are said to have 
taken it from bodies which have been buried there 
by the city autborities, aud which the recent 
heavy rains have washed out of the grouud. 
The Health Commissioner, however, says there 
is no truth in the report, 80 far as the city is 
concerned, and denies that any bodies bave been 
buried there with bis knowledge. All of the 
bodies buried, he says, are taken to Waldheim 
Cemetery, and each grave is dug five feet deep, 
and 8 precaution is taken against the spread 
of the disease. If the family in question 
has taken the disease, as alleged, he thinks it has 
been from bodies interred over which de has 
had no control—the bodies of Bohemians who 
have died here or elsewhere without the nature 
of their disease being known.

SCIENTIFIC COOKING. 


LECTURE BY MRS. EWING AT THE PARK INSTI- 


Mrs. Emma P. Ewing delivered an interesting 
lecture yesterday morning at the Park Institute, 
Ashiand avenue, on “Roasting and Baking,” 
which will prove especialiy beneficial to the 
economical housewife who prepares her own 
Christmas dinner. Many of the supposed mys- 
teries in cooking, she heid, vanished on being 
put to a practical test. Roasting was one of 
the most important branches, or at least was 
considered so before the ranges or stoves came 
into general use. The line dividing roasting 
from baking is very fine—so much so that it is a 
distinction almost witbouta difference. A coal 
tire for roasting is in a great many respects su- 
perior to wood. It can be regulated easier in 

to and is much better to manage. 

The fire should never be so great as to render 
the stove at any time red-hot, and care should 
be taken not to expose the hot coals to the air, 
as it turos them into einders and ciinkers. in 
roasting turkey—take, for instance,a seven- 
pound one—it should not remain in the oven 
more than two hours, or, if the fow! be large, let 
it remain in the oven about twenty minutes to 
pou on an average; too much cooking 
renders it dry. In roast beef, which has become 
the popular dish of Awerica as well as Eugland. 
the clean cut side should he seared on a hot pan 
before being placed inthe oven. The-searing 
effectively closes the pores, as it were, and pre- 
serves the juice on the inside, as well as the 
flavor also. A great many 115 sacrifice both 
of these essentials for benetit of a nice 
flavor.

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


The Grabbers Assemble at St. Louis 
and Formulate a Memorial to Con- 
gress, on the Strength of Which They 
Hope to Empty the National Treas- 
ury. 

Sr. Lours, Dec. 14.—The committee appointed 
by Mark H. Dunnell, President of the River 
Convention recentiy held in this city, and 
charged with the preparation of a memorial to 
Congress on the subject of river improvement, 
metin the Merchants’ Exchange reading-room 
this morning, nearly all the members being 
present. Ex-Gov. Stanard, of St. Louis, Chair- 
man, presided. A lengthy and somewhat elabor- 
ate memorial, drawn up by the St. Louis mem- 
bers of the committee, was presented to the 


‘meeting, and after a long discussion, during 


which the whole ground of river im- 
provement was gone over. the me- 
morial was adopted and will be sent to all 
members of Congress. The memorial discusses 
the question of cheap transportation, and shows 
its benefit, and says more than $100,000,000 have 
been given to artificial highways, while not a 
quarter of thatsum has been given to rivers. 
Floods in the lower valley have again and again 
destroyed more than the whole amount given to 
the rivers by Congress. Congress is not chal- 
lenged for beirg so liberal to artificiai highways, 
as railroads have largely built up and developed 
the country through which they pass, but more 
aid should be extended to rivers. Figures are 
given showing that with the improvement of 
the mouth of the river the export trade in grain 
of St. Louis alone was more than doubled iu one 
year, and the same effects would result to the 
whole valley with the permanent improve- 
ment of chanpel of the iesis- 
sippi River. Congress is thanked for the 
creation of the Rlver Commission, and 
is urged to go on in the good work and appro- 
priate each year the sums recommended by the 
wer and au- 
thority to ca out the objects for which it was

Interesting Paper on Wastage, by the 

Hon. James Wilson, of Tama

Iowa Crry, Ia., Dec. 4.~The second day's 
proceedings of ithe ſowa State Improved Stock- 
Breeders’ Association was fully equai ia points 
of exceience and interest to the previous . 
sions of the convention. The attendance was 
much larger taan upon the opeuing session of 
Wuesday, and the greatest interest was mari- 
fested.in the several papers which were reud 


and the discussions which followed. The stock 


men hu ve come to regurd these annua! meetings 
as great normal schools where knowledge is to 
be attained. and they are, conseguently, deeply 
interested in the proceedings. 

The first thing on the forenoon program was 
a paper by Prof. J. L. Budd, of Ames, upon the 
subject, “Some of the Relations of Trees to 
Protitable Stock-Farming.” Prot. Budd took 
the ground that tree-pianting upon the borders 
of a epringy prairie would give a regular aud 
abundant supply of stock water. The writer 
thought the drainage of pastures dia not re- 
ceive proper attention at the hands of farmers. 
Tile draining, by which land is made avutinble 
for planting purposes, should always be ac- 
complished by tree-piantmg along the sides 
of the streams thus created. The presence 
of these trees would prevent the rapid 
evaporation peculiar to the climate of 
lowa during long and severe drouths. He 
thougtt the Scotch pine the must preferable 
tree for general use on prairie land, and in- 
dorsed this tree as the buet wind-breake yet pro- 
duced among the loug list of sneiter-trees. Le 
advised stock farmers to plant the pine largely, 
especiaily in and about stock-yards and feed- 
ing- lots. 

Among the interesting and instructive papers 
read wus one upon the subject Wasted,“ 
from the pen cf the Hon. James Wiison, 
of Tama County. The general idea con- 
veyed by the paper was that in very 
many cases farmers were addicted to 


wasting not only money but much valuable | 


time in endeavoring to feed more stock or till 
more land than they can properly care for. Mr. 
Wilson said there is no reason why we should 
allow tluxseed meal to leave the State con- 
signed to feeders abroad, who buy our own 
cattie to feed it to. The Haxsced meal of lowa 
is eqguivaicat to millions of bushels of corn in 
feeding power. it is valuable to finish up 
fatted cattle, and lowa does not fatten one steer 
in teu properly that goes to foreigu markets. The 
tenant farmers of Great Britain und it profituble 
to send to lowa for flaxseed weal, while we per- 
mit the waste to gv vn. Ten per cent of our und 
needs draining. the centre of the Stare 
eastwardly it costs more to buy an acre of iand 
than todrain one properly with tile. Our wet 
lands are our best, and no soil is s easily drained. 
The cost of fencine purtialily improved land; 
lose of iuterest upon the money invested, sup- 
piies of running water, and the general 
heslth, all the reclamudon of a 
very large pordon of the Commonwealth now 
being comparatively wasied, and this fact 
is evident to the casual observer with goud 
farms selling at $00 peracre. The writer gave 
several other forcible iliustrutions of his theory 
that there was a great deal of uonecessary waste 
in nearly every branch of farming. 

The second vrepared paper of the day was 
read by L. 8. Coffin, of Fort Dodge, upon the 
subject, Some of the Cuuses Wherevy Farin- 
ers Fail in Their Callings.” ‘The zentleman took 
up tke liquor question and its effect upon te 
farmer, and argued that to this 
was directly traceabie the failure, 
many C&8es the lasting ruin, 
many fermers. Boys were irretrievably ruined 
by the saloon intiuence, aad the spenker asked 
the association to exercise their greut und wide- 

influence to erad:cate the liquor evil, and 
eventually to puta stop to the trade. The pa- 
per was full of good points, and, upon motion 
of Col. Scott, of Story County. it was orde 
printed by the Secretary. 

A paper was read by Prof. 8. A. Knapp, o 
Ames College. upon The Dairy Cow,“ whic 
brought out a great deal of discussion and any 
amount of fucetiousness on the part of tne 
delegates. The Professor contended that there 
was no money in buying r cows for dairy 
purposes, and that the most importunt item that 
enters into practical and economic dairying is a 

cow. The Professor deaned a good cow as 
ioliows: First, Nature has given her immense 
vitality. rtect aad well- balanced orguns, and 
— 2 ws in the hignest veaitnfuloces. 
second, ber digestive aud assimilative organs 
are of the lareest capabilities. Third, all the 
food digested above what is required to maina- 
tain tne animal in bealth and full vigor is con- 


verted into milk. Fourth, the disposition of size } 


and symmetry of the animal, the udder, and the 
labor of milking are of the most desirable kind. 
Fifth, asa part of the financial consideration 
the animal in style and color™~is a creature of 
beauty, aad possesses such purity of blood as to 
be abie to transmit all her etcellencies. A just 
impression ot the cow a8 a machine was not con- 
veyed by any general statement. The writer 
contended that there were muny reasons why 
the Short-Horn cow cunnot be rightly considered 
the best dairy cow, the chief objecuon being 
their tendency to * on flesh. The presence 
of this abnormal fat resuited in a large 
pumber of spoiled udders. The Professor then 
gave his idea of the proper cross, out of which 
would come the future dairy cow. The first 
cross, according to the gentieman, would be the 
Jersey or the Sbort- Hora, and the Jersey should 
also be used in the second cross, tirstto fix the 
characteristics, and second to prevent reversion 

Horn. and for the third cross the 


Mr. Judd, of West Liberty, questioned Prof. 
Knapp's assertion that the Short-Horn cow was 
not adapted for dairy purposes. He believed 
the Short-Horn cow, undor proper treatment, 
would in every case prove herself as valuable 
as any dairy cow known in the world. The Jer- 
seys probably were the best in their own coun- 
try, but the Durham suited the average Ameri- 
cun dairyman the best. 

Prof. Knapp insisted that his idea of crossing 
was the correct thing, and stated that bis view 
was indorsed by scientific and practical men the 
worla over. and he said that it had been 
demonstrated that milk from Short-Horn cows 
was not the best for dairy uso. 

Mr. L. S. Coffia. of Fort Dodge, did not want 
the assembly to indorse Prof. Knapp, on the 
ground that Iowa tarmers were not dissatisfied 
with Snort-Horu miich cows,and he, as ove of 
them, was not inclined to disturb their con- 
dition. The Short-Horn cow, io bis opinion, was 
the best dairy cow thus far recorded iu America, 
and caives raised by these cows were proof posi- 
tive of their milking qualities. 

The Hon. James Nelson thought that the 
trouble was that breeders were forcing the ideg 
of early muturity to the ruin of their females, 
who would continue to fail as first and 
desirable, dairy stock. He was satistied 
that, unless there was a radical change in the 
manner of feeding Sbort-Heorn cattie for the 
purposes of the dairy, farmers wouid be com- 
pelied to take some other breed that prom- 
ised them better returns for their time and 


money. 

Mr. Holmes, of Grinnell, said, as the result of 
fifteea years’ experience, that be had deter- 
mined that the cross referred to by Prof. Knapp 
was the best for dairy purposes.

GRUNDY COUNTY, ILLINOIS. 


The Corn Crop~- Hes Baising — Coal 
Mining. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Morats, III., Dec. 4.—The corn crop is nearly 
gathered in this county, so that the farmers can 
know very accurately the amount raised the 
pust year. Ina very instances there are mod- 
erately good erops, yiciding thirty-five and 
forty bushels to the acre, but à very large pro- 
portion will not averaye over twenty busheis, 
and many of the fhrmers compiain that they 
have net gathered over from ten to fifteen 
bushels. In some cases they did not raise 
enough che past season to sypply their own 
wants, and will have to buy to feed. Taking 
the entire county. the cora crop will not av- 
eruge over one-third to one-haifa crop, and 
very much of that which das been ruised is 
poor. As this county is largely a corn-raising 
county,the loss falls much heavier than in coun- 
ties where a greater proportion of small grain is 
raised. 

The hog products, also, will be very short 
The cholera for the past yeur has been very bad 
among the hogs in this country, la some cases 
the farmers lostug over 200 bugs each, in some 
sixty, others tifty, and lesser wumbers, accord- 
ing to the size of their droves. There bas beea 
no general epidemic, but in spots all over the 
county the choiera bas Carried off many. Again, 
the hich price of pork ia the early fall caused 
most of those whose bogs were in condition to 
sell thom carly. The salabie stock now in the 
county is almost entirely gone. Those who are 
conversant with tee business belicve that there 
is not now more pork in the county than will be 
used by the inhabitants, and what is true of 
this county seems equally true of other sections 
of the country. 

The coal lauds in this county have had quite a 
boom. Braceville Towaship has been more 


greatly benefited than any portion, where, al- 


though the land is very poor, worth only from 
$16 to $25 peracre for agricultural purposes, it 
has been sold for $100 an acre and over. The 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad Com- 
pany have invested in about 3,000 acres of sume 
of the choicest coal lands, paz ing for most of it 
$100 per acre. The Wilmington Company bas 
also bought large tracts, and speculators are in 
the fieid trying to buy up for other corporations 
similar tracts of coal land.

Pillsbury as Governor, etc., impleaded 

with Selah Chamberlain, The plaintiff, it will be 

remembered, prayed for an injunction from the 

District Court restraining Goy. Pilisbury from 

lum and Selah Ceamberiain from receiving 

any of the new raiircad adjustment bonds. 

The case has been elaborately briefed 

and argued. The decision, after reciting 

the facts presented to the court, goes on to say 
that conceding the plaintiff's tricht as a taxpayer 
to bring this action, and conceding the facts pre- 
sented to exist, still it must appear that the 
plaintiff bas a cause of action, or, in other words, 
that the proposed issue of new bonds is illegal. 

It the coustitutional amendment of 1858 and the 

act of Nov. 4, 1881, are valid, then there is no 

cause of action. hese points were settled in 
the case of the State ex. rel. the Aitorney- 

General ys. Young et al. The Suprome 

Court in that case adjudgea the coustitudogal 

amendment of 1860 to be void as impairing the 

Obligation of these railroad bonds. This neces< 

sarily includes an adjudication that sucb bonds 

uro valid contracts, and that the amendment of 

1858, under which they were issued, was vatid. 

The act of Nov. 4, 181, is then constitu- 

tional. The proposed action of the Governor is 

legal, and the plaintiff has no cause of acdon. 

The plaintiff holds that the ruling of the Su- 
reme Court was oniy upon the actof March 2, 

881, and that the adjudication of the valid- 
ity of the railroad bonds, and of 
the constitutional amendment, and of 
power of the Legislature to provide for the pay- 
ment of these bonds are all matters in the 
nature of obiter diota, and of no authority in 
any court. The plaiatif® having no cause of 
action, the Court retuses to consider the ques- 
tion of power or want ot power in this court to 
intertere by injunction with the action uf the 

Governor, The plaintiff's application for judg- 

ment is denied, and it is ordered that this action 

be dismissed as to the cefendant, Pillsbury. It 
will be seen that the question of the right of the 

Court to enjoin and restrain the Executive is 

not passed upon, and that the case as to defend- 

ant Chamberlain is not decided.
